Marquis of Graham Says Opinion 
Is Generally Against Im- 
portations 


LONDON, June 28.—(Canadian Assoct- 
ated Press)—The Marquis of Graham, 
president of the Highland Cattle Soclety 


of Scotland, has written to the cattle em-/ 


bargo commission stating that the general 
opimion of members is against the import- 
ation of live cattle. Members of the so- 
clety consider it advisable to encourage 
breeding store cattle in the Highlands 
from native herds, Canadian cattle are, 
he says, useless for grazing purposes in 
the Highlands, and any measure whick 
discouraged the raising of store cattle 
would seriously prejudice the lives ant 
agriculture of crofters and small farmers. 

George Edwards, member of parliament, 
supported the removal of the cattle em- 
bargo before the commission today. The 
grazing farmer was now eeriously handi- 
capped. If store cattle were cheaper, it 
would mean more employment. The good 
old prime beef, once the pride of the na- 
tion, was now no longer obtainable.

It cannot be 
supposed that he suffered such a 
smashing defeat on account of 
personal unpopularity. Mr. Spen- | 
cer is an old and prominent res 
dent of the Hat. He was elected to! 
the Alberta legislature in 1913, de- | 
feating Hon, ©. R, Mitchell, pro- | 
vincial treasurer in the then Sif 
ton govetnment, and now of the 
Stewart government. He had serv- 
ed overseas. On every ground of 
personal record and association he 
had reason to expect a strong sup 
port. In addition he was the can- 
didate of a government in office. 
Tiere is no escape from the con- 
clusion that it was this latter fact 
that caused his overwhelming de- 
feat.
